FRUIT FERTILIZED BY BEES 


Colored, Fragrant Petals of Blossom 


Are Advertising Signboard Tell­ 
ing Where Honey Is. 


By FRANCIS JAEGER. Minnesota E x ­ 
periment Station.) 
If there wrere no bees fruit trees and 
other plants could not produce fruit. 
Apple, plum, cucumber, clover, alsike, 
alfalfa, are fertilized by bees. 
Honey 
s the bait with which the bee is in­ 
duced to perform this task. 
The col­ 
ored, fragrant petals of the blossom 
are the advertising signboard telling 
the bee where the honey 
may 
he 
found. 
lf the blossom is to “ set fruit,” the 
hee with its fuzzy body must brush 
some of the yellow dust called pollen 
from the male organs or antlers of the 
blossom, and, flying away to another 
blossom, deposit this pollen on the fe­ 
male organ, called the stigma. 
The 
blossoms are so arranged that to get 
at the honey the bee must first brush, 
with its pollen-covered body, against 
the stigma, thus completing the polli­ 
nation. 
As soon as it has performed Its 
duty, it may draw a check for the 
work in the form of a drop of honey 
at the bottom of the blossom. 
W hile 
drawing this pay, the bee is involun­ 
tarily covered with pollen again and 
made ready to proceed to the next 
blossom and repeat the process.

I have found a new and better w’ay 
than to spray fruit trees— catch the 
winged insects. 
About sunset when

two weeks later. I paint any old toot 
with a good brand of roof coating, or 
coal tar paint, and set a bright lam 
tern in the middle of the roof a1 
night, writes Irving Tabor of Ohio in 
Green’s Fruit Grower. 
The curculio 
millers will come to see the light and 
fall into the coal tar paint, stick fast 
and die. 
In this way I have caught 
brown millers, wrhite millers, lots ol! 
them, and beetle bugs. 
They nearly 
covered the roof the first night anc 
I get a lot every night. 
Set an open torchlight or wood fire 
in the cabbage patch all night, a 
summer and the cabbage millers wi 
fly into It and you will have no worms 
on your cabbage.

W e are obliged to Mr. Montgomery 
for this “good showing** and summary 
of the present status of the library’s 
work, and are glad that the month 
since he reported has been the most 
successful June in all our history. So, 
if you who have never come, begin 
now, and see to it that your children 
and friends are invited tc come. Next 
year’s report will be as much more 
progressive as can be, i nd the satis­ 
faction in your own lives will be cor­ 
respondingly increased.

It is a notable fact that people often 
protest against something from which 
they derive a benefit. 
Some objec­ 
tions have been made in regard to the 
regulations recently issued on hogs 
kept within the city of Sedalia. 
These regulations were made with 
the 
dual 
purpose of protecting the 
owner from loss by hog cholera and 
eliminating the disease from the coun­ 
ty. 
It is almost impossible to keep 
hogs in a sanitary 
condition 
in 
a 
small pen, and as the greater part of 
them are fed on refuse, garbage, slops, 
etc., they cannot be expected to have 
very much vitality. 
The 
disease 
is 
very difficult to 
check, 
after 
gaining a foothold in 
these herds, on account of the low* 
vitality of the animals and the close 
proximity of the pens; and we are 
confident that if all of the hogs with­ 
in the city limits are kept immune 
a 
source 
of 
infection 
which has 
caused considerable trouble will be 
eliminated. 
A few days ago some hogs were 
taken from a lot in Sedalia to a farm 
a short distance east . While there a 
trade was made, whereby three were 
taken fourteen miles northeast to an­ 
other farm. 
It 
has 
developed that 
these hogs were recovering from a 
light attark of cholera, as about ten 
day* later the disease appeared in 
both of the herds where they had 
been. 
This and a great many similar in­ 
stances will illustrate why w*e are so 
anxious to get rid of the disease in 
the city, which is now* a menace to 
the county.
